None of the democratic senators favoring the treaty 
and the league covenant are willing to acknowledge that 
reservations and interpretations, which do not delay the 
execution of the treaty, would he acceptable. 
I hey serin 
fearful of a loss in political prestige if they (lo aught save 
stand for no compromise. 
The republican senators who are opposing the treaty 
and the covenant are fearful to announce favoring such a 
compromise for fear it would he equivalent to showing 
the political white feather. 
And so it goes back and forth, each line afraid to make 
a break. 
W h a t the situation at W ashington needs is for 
some fearless senator to dash out of the party line up and 
seize the spears of the opposing line, permitting the in d e ­ 
pendents to rush together. 
Perhaps this is the “darkest hour inst before dawn. 
Let us hope so because there is l ittle e n c o u r a g e m e n t t o be 
gained from the statements of the o p p o s i n g f a c t i o n s .
